Rom the Death of thc late King Charles 

the Second, of bleffed Memory, the 

Triſh date their Happineſs; and from 

the firit Promotion of Mr. Talbet, to 

the Earldom of Tyrcommel, they con- 

clude on the continuance of it; The 

crafty Prieſts to raiſe the Natives Zeal to the 
Cauſe, having Infinuated, by way of Prophecy, 


intro their Minds, That one of that Title ſhould free 


them from the Slavery of their Conquerors, and render 
that Kingdom free and independent of all other Nati- 
ens : And that as I have been credibly Infornrd, 
made the now Governour ſue to the King 1or that 
particular Tiile, by which he did not oply -latis- 
ne his own Ambition, but raisd his Reputation 
fo among the rip, as they look'd upon him now 
no otherwiſe than their Guaruian Angel and De- 
diverer. - And now being Commuttioned by the 
King, firſt to be Check-Ma'ter General to the 
Army, and prefently aicer Lord Deputy, and 
General Governour {though directly contrary to 
an Ac of Parliament, which admits of no Þ:fh- 
»2an born, to that Ojiice) his Brit Buſineſs was 
to new Model the Army, which in one Yeats 
time he did fo effectually, that of feven :or eight 
Thouſand, there was hardly one hundred Oth- 
cers and So'diers of the Enzlifh lett ; the Name of 
Proteſtant or Envlifh-man, being a Crime too 
great to be ſuticrd in any Military or Civil tim- 
vloyment, he having the whole diſpoſal of all 
the ficſt and molt of the other. Having now 
curd and. renderd himfe!lt tormidable to the 
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Proteſtants, his next care was to rein the Intereſt 
and Eſtates of ail the Ezg/ſh throughout the 
Kingdom; which he ſtruck at by making Ii 
Papiſts Judges, in the Courts of Judicature, by 
diifolving the Charters, by packing of Juries, 
Suborning Witneiles, Diſcountenancing the Pro- 
teftant Conncels, &c. So that in mott Cauſes, e- 
Ipecially in the Court of Exchequer , . not 
the Right, but the Religion of the Defend- 
ent was chiefly conſidered: By this time Mat- 
ters grew to fuch a head, that his Lordſhip 
thought it necellary tro Diſ-arm the Proce- 
ftants throughout the Kingdom; but this Re- 
lolve not proving very etie&ual, he proceed- 
ed.to weaken the Engliſh firit, and afterwards 
to provoke them by publick calumnies and re- 
proaches, branding all Proteſtants pxromiſcuouſly, 
with the Title of Whigsand Rebels; the Common- 
alty threatning daily what they would do it the 
King {noule dye, proteſting with bitter execra- 
tions, that they would never part wi-h the Sword 
now they had it, and daily marking oat to them: 
iclves fuch and ſuch proportious of the Engliſh 
Eltates : All this notwithſtanding , the Engliſh 
pationtly bore, maxing no other return then by 
applying themlelves to fome of the En7/ſh Nobi- 
ity, who repreſented their Caſe to the King, 
though without Redrefs : But now the apprehen- 
tions of the Prince of Orange's Coming to Engloud, 
being made known, Tyrcourel preiently takes the 
Alarm, and reſolving on all the Injuries Jo1e to 
the Ezg/ijþh, made no doubt cf their inclination to 
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5venge; therefore no lconer thie News of the 
pþ landing arrivd, but he fenus his Emiſfary”s 
ABExaſperate the ©iſb, by telling them that the 
7p iſh had ſent for the Dutch to cutoff the King, 
and deſtroy the Catholicxs throughout the three 
. Kingdoms ; fo that in fevaral places the iſ 
-oſe, and deſtroyed ſeveral Families; the Deputy 
[ſſting out at the {ame time, an Order to dif- 
arm all the Proteſtants ; reſolving that if matters 


miſcarried here in Eng/and , to cut them all off, 


and ſetup for himſelt, according to the Sham- 
Prophecy aiore-mentioned. But the Earl of 
Grenard, a very Nokie and Worthy Proteltant, 
and one exceeding poweriul in the North, where 


the chief of the Enghſh ſtrength lies ; hearing of 


this Order, whent boldly to the Deputy defiring, 
to know it he had Order from the King to dit- 
arm the Proteſtants, and defiring to ſee it, was 
refusd : whereupon ke told his Lordſhip plainly 
it ſhould not be executed, it he covld hinder it ;
